SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA, 
July 5 (UP).—Allied fliers return- 
ing from raids on Japanese bases 
at Lae and Salamaua said today 
that they had encountered an in- 
tense anti-aircraft barrage.

The candidates for Governor proposed by 
the two major parties, Thomas E. Dewey 
and John J. Bennett, do not measure up to 
requirements. Their record is not one to in- 
spire confidence. Mr. Dewey was very slow 
and late in determining his attitude on the 
war. Only after Pearl Harbor and the be- 
lated adoption of an anti-isolationist resolu- 
tion by the Republican National Committee 
did Mr. Dewey give some semblance of sup- 
port to the President’s program. Even now 
he attacks post-war planning as “totalita- 
rian collectivism.” Only very late did he dis- 
sociate himself from Hamilton Fish. 

Mr. Bennett has paid only lip service to 
the President’s program. Hence it is clear 
that Dewey and Bennett are inacceptable to 
the voters of New York. The organized la- 
bor movement of the State and the Amer- 
ican Labor Party acted correctly when they 
rejected these two candidates.
